The Oregon Election. 


The first triangle fight of the seuson 
took place in Oregon on Monday last. 
The Democrats, Independents ami Re­ 
publicans went out to do battle each 
for itself and each against the others. 
W e presume it was a square stand up 
fight, 
¡11 which no advantage was 
taken and none given. The three par­ 
ties were well organized, well drilled, 
well marshaled, and all fought nobly. 
The smoke had not cleared away suf­ 
ficiently when our last dispatches were 
placed on the wires, to indicate def­ 
initely 
on 
which 
banner victory 
perched, but the State was claimed by 
the Democrats, for Governor, and the 
claim was not disputed. If the result 
is as indicated of course both the Re­ 
publicans and the Independents will 
find means to explain the cause of de­ 
feat, and oring any amount of argu­ 
ment to prove that the election is 
without the slightest significance in a 
party sense. This will not be true in 
every essential, but it will bo true 
with reference to California^ Pome 
weeks ago the H e r a l d predicted that 
the Democrats would carry the Oregon 
election, and we then gave our reasons 
for making that 
prediction. 
The 
Democracy of that State has been bet­ 
ter generaled than that of California. 
The old webfoot leaders have not pur­ 
sued the rule or ruin policy which has 
marked the career of the self-assumed 
leaders of the California Democracy. 
The Oregon people have never lost 
faith in the principles of the Demo­ 
cratic party, and though they have 
suffered defeat after defeat they have 
as often rallied around their leaders 
and fought the battle over again. 
In 
our State incompetent leaders who 
would lead or turn traitor, have so de­ 
stroyed the morals of the organization 
th a t Democrats have come to regard 
an election as a sham fight, in which 
there is nothing at stake, and they 
could not win it even if there were. 
The Democrats of California must kill 
off their old leaders and the Republi­ 
cans must get new ones. 


Will It Work? 


The persistent demand of the negro 
to be just as white as anybody in the 
public 
schools, 
will not tend to 
strengthen the doctrine advocated by 
himself and many white people that 
he is just as intelligent as the more fa­ 
vored race. Under the law, the negro 
is entitled to the same educational ad­ 
vantages that are enjoyed by other 
citizens of the Republic, and we be­ 
lieve no one is disposed to deprive 
him of those rights; but it is doubtful 
if m any people can be found who 
really favor the promiscuous mingling 
of white and black children in the 
public schools. The property owners 
of the country are willing to be taxec 
for the education of colored children, 
but when we examine closely the feel 
ing of society on the subject, we find few 
earnest advocates of mixed schools. 
There is one important principle in 
the struggle the negro has overlooked, 
which is this: Equality before the law 
does not necessarily enforce equality 
in society. The colored m an has the 
equal right to ride in the same car and 
sit at the same table with the white 
man, but there is no law, nor can 
law be enforced, that will compel the 
white man to ride and eat with the 
colored m an against his withes. A 
colored man m ay attend a ball or pub­ 
lic party, but he cannot compel the 
white lady to dance with him. 
It is 
the social, not the legal, objections 
th at must be overcome before the 
equality the colored race demand can 
be established. We do not believe the 
admittance into the public schools 
will do more in this direction than 
would the admittance at the public 
ball. Caste is a thing of slow growth, 
and it dies as slowly as it grows. 
The 
law as it now stands will no doubt 
destroy the puhlic school system of 
the South. 
T hat of the N orth will 
not be so seriously affected. 


T i i e Compulsory 
Education law 
goes into effect July first, yet it is to 
operate on a census which it requires 
shall be taken in June. This is emi­ 
nently Senator F in n e y like. 
If there 
is a possibility to get the cart before 
the horse, he is the man who can do it. 
The school census now being taken 
does not comply with the compulsory 
law, and the census it requires shall 
be taken In June does not become a 
law and cannot be legally done until 
after the first of July. This kills the 
already almost dead compulsory law. 


A r r a n g e m e n t s 
are quietly but 
steadily going forward for the com­ 
mencement or operations on the Trux- 
ton Railroad. The work will be com­ 
menced within the sixty days named 
some week or ten days ago, and pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible until the 
track is completed. 
The first work 
will be on the wharf, and th a t done 
the material will all be landeil on it 
and forwarded to the end of the track. 


T h e Chronicle claims that w ith one 
exception it is the most enterprising 
journal in America. This is too mod­ 
est. In the Chronicle'8 peculiar line 
it has no equal in the world, and for 
the sake of respectable journalism we 
hope it never will have. 


A.Right of the People. 


Is a man more liable to get drunk 
at home than when on the streets, is 
the issue upon which turns the Local 
Option argument. To go honjo sober 
is commendable and to remain sober 
after one gets home is a virtue which 
all men ought to possess. 
But do 
they, and will they be as likely to 
possess it to an em inent degree when 
the saloons are closed, and the mod­ 
erate drinker must obtain his supply 
by the demijohn and keep it in his 
closet. 
We should like to foresee the 
result of this demijohn business; we 
should like to express an honest con­ 
viction that no license will reduce the 
quantity of liquor drank and check in­ 
toxication, but in the absence of sus­ 
taining evidence it cannot be done as 
yet. 
A years’ experience of Local 
Option will enable us to say the law 
is good, or it will add another Item of 
proof to the already well sustained 
theory that we cannot legislate away 
men's appetites, nor by enactment re­ 
move old vices and substitute new 
virtues. 
Only time will solve the 
problem and the friends of temperance 
as well as those who believe that the 
right to buy a drink is inalienable, 
must await the solution. The consti­ 
tutionality of the Local Option law- 
wili be tested, and upon thp opinion 
of the Supreme Court much depends. 
The question has two sides, and on 
both strong arguments m ay be ad­ 
vanced. The only just government is 
that based on the full consent of the 
governed. 
W e believe in a full ac- 
quiesence in the will of the majority 
when that will is fairly and honestly 
obtained. 
Another impartial feature 
of our government is that the enact­ 
ment of a law is not final. 
If it does 
not work well we have it within our 
power to expunge it by the same 
means that we created it. 
The peo­ 
ple seem inclined to try Local Option. 
It is their right. Two years hence 
they may assert their right to repeal 
it. 


T i i e President evidently likes stub­ 
born men. H e has just re-appointed 
Chief Justice M c K e a n , who has earned 
the reputation of being the most ob­ 
stinate United States Judge ever sent 
out to Utah. 
He is also about the 
most inefficient Judge that ever orna­ 
mented a bench. 


T h e San Jose Mercury says C h a r l e s 
F r a n c is A d a m s for President, aud 
N e w t o n B o o t h for Vice-President 
are its candidates. 
Those gentlemen, 
no doubt, feel obliged to the Mercury 
for the early announcement of its pre­ 
ference. 


\yE noticea number of ourexclianges 
are advertising the Louisville Lottery. 
Though they may not be aware of the 
fact, it is nevertheless true that they 
are violating a State law, and laying 
the publishers liablelo punishment. 


T h e Post is quite confident the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company dare 
not show their books. 
A great m any 
people entertain the same opinion con­ 
cerning the Post Publishing Company.

ANAHEIM AND VICINITY.

The farm and orchard of the South­ 
ern California Semi-Tropical Fruit 
Company is located about four miles 
northeast of Anaheim, on the mesa 
lands adjoining the ranch of W. M. 
McFadden, ex-Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instruction. Through this section 
of the county is a belt of land which 
is pronounced by orcliardists to be the 
finest land to be found in Southern 
California, for the raising of semi- 
tropical fruits. 
Surface water is 
reached at a depth of from fifty to one 
hundred feet, according to location, 
and irrigation is essential to the rais­ 
ing of fruit of any kind or any other 
varieties of farm products; but while 
irrigation is essential, the character 
of the soil is such that with a rainfall 
such as was received last winter, no 
irrigation is needed, as is evidenced 
by the heaviest crops of barley and 
rye to be found in this section that 
one will meet anywhere on the Pacific 
Coast. 
The Fruit Company above referred 
to was incorporated in Healdsburg, 
Sonoma county, in July, 1872. The 
getters up of this company have since 
removed to this county, but a major­ 
ity of the stock is still held in Sonoma 
county, and the company’s office is at 
Healdsburg. In December, 1872, R. 
A. Gilman was elected Superintend­ 
ent, and sent to this county to pur­ 
chase land. After examining all por­ 
tions of Los Angeles and San Bernar­ 
dino counties he purchased the tract 
near Anaheim, where the company is 
now at work. One year ago the com­ 
pany bought some eight thousand two 
and three year old 
OKAN’OE, LEMON, LIME AND ENGLISH 
WALNUT TREES 
Of Tlios. A. Garey, and immediately 
proceeded to plant them out. But few 
were set out last year, as the ground 
must first be prepared. Nearly forty 
acres are now set out to trees, and in 
another year the entire tract of one 
hundred acres will be put out to or­ 
chard. The stock of the company has 
already advanced in price to an extent 
that has made the investment a good 
one, and with a good irrigation ditch 
completed on this side of the river, one 
year more will make the stock worth 
nearly or quite its par value, while its 
actual cost will he less than one-fourth 
that amount. Mr. Gilman makes an 
efficient Superintendent, and will 
doubtless be kept there until large 
dividends from the sale of fruit will 
enable him to take life a little easier. 
TIIE WESTMINISTER COLONY 
Is one of the finest settlements in the 
county. The character of the agricul­ 
tural productions here is very different 
from thoseof thesection just described. 
The moist lands and artesian wells in­ 
dicate here an entirely different state 
of affairs. In the dry seasons the 
people here reap their harvest. There 
is less of small grain raised here, but 
more corn, beans, etc., and now the 
people are agitating the erection of 
beet sugar works. The society of this 
colony is excellent, and the people be­ 
lieve in schools, churches, Bolsa Chica 
wharf, a new Postoffice nearer home, 
and everything else that is good. Mr. 
Strong is one of their strongest men, 
and \V. B. Craig, a fine old Virginia 
gentleman, would be very much 
missed if he did not put in his appear­ 
ance at sociable and Grange. \v. F. 
Poor is the honest man in the settle­ 
ment, and he is well off. He won’t be 
so poor when he gets married. J. F. 
Marquis of Los Nietos has just re­ 
turned to this colony. Los Nietos has 
lost a good man, and Westminster 
has gained one. 
THE SANTA ANA IS NOT BRIDGED YET, 
And the abundance of water this 
season makes fording a little unpleas­ 
ant. 
Last Winter the Legislature 
passed a bill authorizing the Board of 
Supervisors to build a bridge across 
this river; but the people have not yet 
decided where the bridge should be 
built, and hence nothing is done. 
Five years ago scarcely an American 
family was to be found on the south 
side of the Santa Ana river. Now, 
within a radius of a few miles may be 
found three small towns and a nour­ 
ishing people. 
Orange is but two years old and yet 
it is composed of two stone buildings, 
one of which is occupied, one school 
house, one blacksmith shop, a post­ 
office, a Grange of seventy-five mem­ 
bers, and an Odd Fellows Lodge re­ 
cently organized. The people are 
thrifty and are rapidly accumulating 
the necessaries and luxuries of life. 
One mile east of this place we find Dr. 
A. B. Hayward, formerly of Los An­ 
geles, a reader of the Daily H e r a l d . 
the Master of Vineland Grange, ami 
the owner of a fine farm where frost 
never comes to hurt, his banana tree 
having withstood the first winter un­ 
hurt. 
SANTA ANA 
Is the largest town south of the river; 
it contains two stores, a post-office, 
hotel, blacksmith shop, school house, 
Grange and Masonic Lodge, a lively 
population, and two artesian wells. 
The Chapman ditch is being extended 
to this place and vicinity this season. 
N. O. Stafford is Master of the Grange 
and one of our most successful and en­ 
terprising farmers. His farm is new 
but neat and shows thrift and enter­ 
prise; it is located intheedgeof town. 
Less than five years ago it cost him 
about four dollars per acre and is now 
worth fifty. Better land than this 
belt on which Santa Ana and Tustin 
City are located may he found some­ 
where, but in the opinion of your cor­ 
respondent we will have to cross the 
river to a brighter world before we 
find it. 
GOSPEL SWAMP, 
Where corn grows so tall that the 
Grangers carry a step ladder when they 
go out husking, is located three miles 
southwest of Santa Ana and is set­ 
tled with some of the best descendants 
of Adam and Eve. For big corn and 
big-hearted farmers commend us to 
Gospel Swamp. 
TUSTIN CITY 
Is named after the proprietor of the 
grounds on which the town was laid 
out—Columbus Tustin, formerly of 
Petaluma. The place is small but lius 
a rich country to back it up. 
Serrano & Bilderrain have opened a 
fine stock of dry goods, fancy notions, 
hats, caps and gents’ furnishing goods, 
on the corner of Aliso and Los Angeles 
stieets. The members of the firm are 
young and enterprising men, an 1 a •- 
quainted with their business. We be­

Emin I Bo Tulare Times of Ma V 80th. 
A shooting affray between two 
men Occurred at Porterville last Mon­ 
day, which terminated in one of the 
parties being fatally wounded. The 
circumstances are us follows. The 
parties, who are by name Tom Mur­ 
phy and W. Brannan, better known 
as Bill Brannan, had some’difficulty 
at White River several months ago 
at which time Brannan chased Mur­ 
phy out of town. 
At their recent 
meeting in Porterville the old diffi­ 
culty was renewed. We were present 
at the examination and acquittal of 
Murphy, and the particulars of the 
affray, as given by witnesses, are as 
follows: 
Murphy and Dr. Henrihan were 
engaged in talking, when Brannan 
walked up and spoke to the doctor 
and to Murphy, and told the latter 
that he had intended to whip him for 
some time, and he presumed that that 
time was as good as any, so saying, he 
walked up to Murphy and slapped 
him in the face. Murphy then stepped 
back into the street. Both men then 
drew their pistols (derringers) and 
fired, Murphy shooting first, the ball 
taking effect in Branuan’s body, be­ 
tween the eighth and ninth ribs on 
the left side, and taking a downward 
course. Brannan’s shot missed Mur­ 
phy. The shooting occurred in front 
of the hotel. Brannan was conveyed 
to a comfortable room, and medical 
aid was procured, but the wound was 
too severe to be remedied. He lin­ 
gered in suffering till Wednesday 
evening, when he died about nine 
o’clock. The unfortunate man leaves 
a wife and several children; but he 
had been separated from them several 
mouths, since which time he is said 
to have lived a reckless life.
